Crop surveys, made by the Cali- 


fornia Fruit Growers' Exchange, in- 
dicate that 57,500 cars will be mar- 
keted at an increase in price of $300 
a 'car, or about |1500. The total in- 
crease in value *of this years crop, 
it is estimated will be $28,000,000. 


More than 56,140 cars of oranges 


will have moved out of this state 
to markets of the world by Novem- 
ber 1. . Best oranges are bringing 
from $6 to $0.50 a box. Sizes are 
small, although quality is high. 


Nationwide demand for orange 


juice, both as a food and as a bev- 
erage, is expected to make this 
year's profits the highest on record. 


Lemons are scarce and high, the 


crop yield being 35 per cent of nn 
average/ Marketing returns run as 
high as $7 per box. Last year re- 
vealed heavy storage supplies in 
lemons. But this year the supplies 
early vanished. 


There is increased acreage in about 


everything produced in California 
fruit and vegetables.

first appropriation of $963,000 by the 
state has been budgeted, the city of 
Azusa announces the appointment of 
Paul E. Kressly as consulting engi- 
neer in a program to widen and 
pave that portion of the highway 
passing through the city limits. 


Azusa has launched this project as 


a part of a comprehensive program 
of improvements of several kinds, 
including

streets other than the Foothill high- 
way. The main highway will be 76 
feet wide through the business dis- 
trict, and 60 feet on the strips lying 
east and west of the center of the 
sity. The highway will be illumin- 
ated with double-light, fourteen foot 
electroliers.

Kidney Beans 


Sold at Puente 


Ten carloads of red kidney beans 


have been shipped from Puente by 
the C. C. Collins company since the 
opening of the present season. The 
packing and rccleaning house of this 
company at Hillgrove is the scene 
of great activity at this particulnr 
time of the year. It has been neces- 
sary to increase the force of men 
and to work until midnight on sev- 
eral nights so that the orders may be 
filled. 


The big run of the present year 


is the red kidney bean, which is 
holding up at a price of about GVt 
cents a pound. Manager Chaffec of 
the Collins company states that the 
price for kidney beans is exception- 
ally good in comparison with other 
kinds of beans, particularly the lima 
and baby lima, and that local grow- 
ers are receiving the advantage of 
he large demand for their crop. The 
blackeye bean will come in a little 
later, though the price is consider- 
ibly lower than on the red kidnoy.

When the Year Begins— 


The old Spanish hacienda was invariably in a state of 


doze each afternoon while the warm sun was in westward 
trend. The daily siesta was a part of the rigid ritual in the 
days of the dons. None but the gringo was so crass and 
restless as to be roving about. The Spanish rancho, horses, 
cattle and people, dreamed for an hour or two, awaiting the 
coming of cooler air and the time for the tasks of the evening. 


It is much the same with California towns, even though 


they are built and maintained by the restless Americano. 
The midsummer somnolence begins when the children leave 
school for the long vacation, and while the communities 
carry on. continuing the necessary trade and barter and the 
care of the orchards, the towns are in reality in partial siesta 
until that invigorating week arrives when the children pile 
headlong back into town to take up the school courses for 
the ^semester. The streets are filled with whoops and yells 
again, and are colorful with groups of sauntering girls, the' 
most beautiful and perhaps the best dressed children in all 
the world. 


When the children go back to school, dad has more pep 


in attacking his work. He has to have it. Mother's waking 
hours are filled with labor and happy anxiety. 
The town 


wakes up. The people are back from the beaches and the 
mountains. It may still be warm, but there is work to do, 
and everyone tackles it with the knowledge that something 
more than summer routine can be accomplished. The year 
is ahead and beckoning. Any fine thing can happen in these 
coming months. 


Long Distance Stunt Flights— 


A proper appreciation of the unnecessary hazard of life 


attending long-distance airplane racing, revealed by the un- 
fortunate circumstances attending the Dole race, and an un- 
willingness to promote the hazard, is shown by Sid Grauman, 
theatrical magnate, in withdrawing his offer of $35,000 for 
the first flight from America to Japan. 


There was entirely too much haste in the preparation for 


the Hawaiian flight. There was lack of opportunity to 
thoroughly test the planes. There was lack of knowledge 
concerning air currents. There were entirely too many peo- 
ple embavking .on a perilous journey with apparent disregard 
for the dangers involved. 
Lindbergh's marvelous flight 


across the; Atlantic has inspired others less adequately fitted 
and prepared to undertake long flights over practically un- 
charted ways of the air. 


Ten courageous people lost their lives in the Hawaiian 


attempt. Four survived and succeeded. The price was too 
high for a stunt. 


The conquest of the air has cost the lives of many brave 


and courageous. Many more will die before flying is made 
safe. Pioneering in every conquest of the forces of nature 
has cost life. It is a price that is always expected. Yet there 
have always been, and always will be, high souls willing to 
pay it. For their sacrifices we should be grateful. 


But men should receive no encouragement to undertake 


hazardous adventure when nothing is to be gained except a 
comparatively small monetary reward and a short hour of 
newspaper glory. 


There is no doubt that within a comparatively few years, 


airplanes will be built that will be able to make long trips 
over the sea in comparative safety. But the development 
should come along with proper appreciation of the safety 
factor. 
Long flights over water must be made, but they 


should only be attempted after exhaustive tests of the planes 
have been made over safe landing fields and the margin of 
safety well considered. Long distance stunt, flying should 
not be encouraged. Qn the other hand, every aid should be 
given to the promotion of flying on a sane, sensible basis.— 
South "Pasadena Record. 


Something to Think About— 


The American Churchman says: "One great difficulty 


with American criminal justice is the sympathy of the Amer- 
ican public with the criminals. 
Doubtless lawyers could 


point out shortcomings in the law itself. The exaggerated 
solicitude for the criminal's interests; the permission of new 
trials on merely technical grounds other than such essential 
grounds as the discovery of new evidence; the long delays, 
during which witnesses may disappear, and the abuse of ex- 
pert evidence in the case of insanity; such wrongs can be 
met by change in the law or in the procedure of the courts. 
The public sympathy with criminals, especially where they 
happen to be women, is a moral fault, which laws cannot 
touch. It should be realized that sympathy with a criminal 
is cruelty to his various victims. More than that, further 
crimes and by other criminals are encouraged and even ren- 
dered probably by every case where a person,was undoubted- 
ly leniently dealt with. There are some cases where great 
passion might lead to crime regardless of the cost. 
There 


can be little doubt, however, that criminals'in this country 
have long been counting in advance on the ease and prob- 
ability of escaping the results of their crimes. 


':The public thinks of the criminal as an individual in 


a sad case. One should think of the sad-case of American 
society, where crimes of violence are more common than any 
other'civilized country, even than in Italy. 
The public is 


especially sympathetic with criminal women, yet whatever 
respect is due to womanhood is due only to good womanhood. 
Criminal women, like criminal men, are a cruel menace to 
all good men and good women. It is not only the criminal 
at the bar who endangers society, but the dozens of other 
possible criminals, in whom leniency to the person now on 
trial makes up the hope and expectation of immunity. They 
then go on to commit the crimes which could be prevented 
by timely severity in the case actually before the court. Yet 
the public sympathy not only deters juries from convicting, 
but acts as a notable comfort to every one under conviction 
or on trial. Americans should come to see that their auituue 
toward the individual criminal is not merciful or kind, but 
heartless and cruel. It is heartless toward the innocent vic- 
tims of future crime and cruel, in the last analysis, to the 
future criminals, who might otherwise be protected from 
themselves."

Uetir Argus: 


Have a couple of hours on my 


hands until our ship sails for Alex- 
andria and Cairo, Egypt, and will 
use it in nn attempt to describe a 
t'oiv 
of 
the 
intensely interesting 


things we have seen in our ten days 
in Sicily, formerly the land of the 
bandit and the beggar, as well as 
the UMIIOII. The lemons are still here 
in great abundance and we have 
seen some splendid orchards, but nil 
with very light crop of lemons on 
the trees. But the bandits and the 
beggars have all disappeared, thanks 
to the great change brought to all 
Italy by its great statesman, Mussol- 
ini, who is undoubtedly the big man 
of Europe today, and while taxes are 
high and living very expensive, he 
is showing the people of his country 
how to avail themselves of their won- 
derful resources.' He has told them 
in a very recent speech that they 
do not need to emigrate to uny 
country, as they have, plenty of re- 
sources here at home if they will go 
to work and develop them, and that 
is just what they are doing now. 


At Trepani we met an Italian who 


had lived ten years in Detroit. He 
came up anil spoke to us in good 
English, said he had made " plentn 
da mon" in Detroit and had come 
home to live the rest of his days 
and was now engaged in packing and 
shipping sardines. He said that while 
Mussolini "like plenta de tax," he 
was a good man for all the poor peo- 
ple. Italy was more prosperous under 
his government than for many years 
and we found this to be the case all 
over Sicily, for this big island is an 
Italian possession. We stopped a few 
hours at Trepani on our way over 
from Tunis, but it was only a mod- 
ern industrial port, not much of in- 
terest, so we sailed on the same 
-steamer to Palermo. We sailed near 
the coast with its lemon, orange and 
olive orchards on all the hillsides 
and valleys and rugged, high, rocky 
coast line, some 500 to 1000 feet 
straight up from the 
remarkably 


blue Mediterranean sea. As we en- 
tered its beautiful harbor, it made us 
think of Monterey or Santa Barbara. 
Here at anchor lay dozens of Italy's 
surplus navy, boats of all kinds. 
Through the courtesy of Dana King 
of the Fruit Growers' Exchange, we 
had a letter to a prominent citrus 
mnn iu Palermo, Mr. Tomisio, who 
had spent eight years in America 
and could give us all ihe information 
we desired about the citrus fruits 
over here. He is a large importer 
and shipper of both lemons and or- 
anges and has a large orchard of his 
own right near the city of Palermo. 
He took us in his private carriage 
to see his orchards, showed us his 
irrigation system, which seemed very 
crude to us. The orchard had a very 
light crop of fruit, .about 50 to 200 
lemons on his trees about 15 years 
old. He said ho had applied one-half 
pound of sulphate of ammonia per 
tree and was amazed when we told 
him the amount we used (8 pounds 
per tree). He had about forty acres 
in his orchard, planted about 10 to 
If) feet apart, and the cultivation 
was all done by hand work. His or 
chard help gets -ten liras a day, or 
fifty-five cents in TJ. S. A. coin, for 
ten hours of work. I told him that 
was why our lemon growers could 
not make more money, as we paid 
that much for one hour's work. He 
told me ho had to pay $1.75 a box 
duty on each box he shipped to U. 
S. A. and yet could make a little 
money on the lemons. Does not wash 
or cure the lemons at all, but packs 
them green as soon as they are 


j brought in from the orchards. 
The 


I lemons here seem to hav» remarkable 
; ke».'ping qualities, but are not nearly 
j u s acid as our California lemons. \Ve 
spent a most interesting day with 
this gentleman and he showed us sev- 
eral other orchards in Palermo and 
treated us to ripe figs, peaches and 
grapes fresh from the tree, and the 
only fruit we picked since we left 
home. 


We took a trip up an incline rail- 


way, straight up the side of a steep 
mountain, to get a view of the bay 
and city of Palermo, and when we 
reached the top, imagine our surprise 
to find the very old city of Montra- 
ali, :>-i,000 people, and a grand old 
cathedral built B. C., also a beautiful 
patio 
with wonderful 
cloister of 


marble columns and arches enclosing 
lovely garden. Here I found a rare 
old piece of tile which I am bringing 
home for our own patio. Sunday af- 
ternoon we took an auto bus and 
went out to Mondello, the beach re- 
sort for Palermo. Saw many attrac- 
tive new Italian villas en route. The 
water was very smooth and clear, 
like Catalina, and thousands of peo- 
ple were bathing in the sea. 


From Palermo we took the railway 


for Satania and Taormino. Have you 
ever seen Toarmino and its wonder- 
ful old Greek theater built on top 
of a hill 1000 feet straight up from 
the ocean? If not, be sure to in- 
clude it in your next itinerary of an 
European trip. It is only a few hours 
by ship from Naples and is just un- 
der the shadow of Mount Aetna, the 
volcano that has buried HO many 
lives and treasures. It was smoking 
all the time we were in Taormino 
and we crossed several old beds of 
lava that had come from its summit. 
Its peak is something over 10,000 
feet and it made us think much of 
Old Baldy at home, although there 
are no other high mountains near it. 
It took us just a;i hour by carriage 
to climb from the railroad station 
up the steep grade (but a very fine 
road) to our hotel, on the edge o<! a 
cliff overhanging the bay, sea and 
Aetna right in front of n.s. Five 
minutes' walk from here brought us 
directly to the old Greek theater, a 
grand old structure of stone, brick 
and marble, but all of its beautiful 
columns and arches destroyed bv the 
Romans. It wan built some GOO years 
B. C. anil destroyed a feiv CL-iiturie.^ 
later. As we stood on the upper tier 
of .-seat,-) ive could visualize to u cer- 


tain extent some of the grand old 
scenes and dramas thn.t must havo 
been enacted on its stage. 


One interesting and picturesque 


feature of all Sicily is its two-wheel 
carts drawn by burros and mules, 
the carts being painted more gayly 
than any circus wagon. The poor lit- 
tle burro, not much larger than a 
police dog, has an immense brass- 
studded collar topped off by elegant 
brightly colored plumes much like 
an old-fashioned feather duster. An- 
other plume not quite so high sticks 
up above the back strap and the 
leather is all trimmed with yellow, 
red and green and brass nails pol- 
ished. The sides of the carts have 
most wonderful oil paintings of bat- 
tles, landscapes, people, farm scenes 
and portraits. Some are very artis- 
tic, but most of them are quite crude. 
They may be hauling manure, fruit, 
rocks, wine or vegetables, yet each 
one has its gay colors. The men 
seem to be very happy when you 
stop to admire one. 


From Palermo we made a brief 


stop at Catania. This being nothing 
more than an industrial port, we 
hurried to Syracuse, perhaps 
the 


most interesting of all the cities we 
have seen. Here we find good ac- 
commodations at the "International 
Hotel" and our windows and balcony 
open out right on the lovely harbor 
—and one of the finest views I have 
ever seen, with Mount Aetna still in 
tho distance. 
The Greeks built a 


theater here in a natural amphi- 
theater 
overlooking the city and 


harbor, in the sixth century B. C., 
and it was used for the productins; 
of Greek plays and drama. A few 
centuries later the Eomans came and 
built another theatre, much smaller 
but perhaps more interesting, for in 
this theater some 7000 Christians 
were put to death by most horrible 
torture, from lions to gladiators and 
crucifying. 
Nearby are the caves 


from which Syracuse got its building 
rock, a wonderful lime rock very 
soft when first quarried and easy to 
cut and work, but turning very hard 
when exposed to the air. Here is tho 
old Cappucinni and nearby a small 
church, and underneath this is the 
old church where Paul the disciple 
preached on his way from Malta to 
Rome. Then we go on to tho old 
cave made in another quarry called 
the Ear of Diocynes, where so many 
prisoners were kept and acoustics of 
this cave are so wonderful that the 
least sound can be heard, from the 
faintest whisper. It is 100 feet high- 
with a gothic arch ceiling about 
600 feet long and only 20 feet wide. 
Near it was the '' grotto of the rope 
makers," vyliere for over three cen- 
turies one family and its descend- 
ants have made fish lines. Of course, 
we had to bn'yj £ small one for a souv- 
enir. And hare^ was the old grandpa 
tottering along backward skillfully 
twisting his.'bundle of flax into a 
tiny cord as he went. Here are 'cata- 
combs as extensive as those in Eome, 
and much more sanitary. 


We took a swim in the Mediterran- 


ean here, and it was delightful. The 
water was quite warm. In the even- 
ing wo attended an open-air operetta 
called "Miss America." It was giv- 
en on an open-air terrace near our 
hotel and though we could not under- 
stand the words, we could enjoy the 
singing and orchestral inusic. 


We are leaving at 2 p.m. on the 


S. S. Italia for 
Alexandria 
and 


Cairo. We met on this trip a lady 
whose homo is in Boston. She came 
over hero to stay two weeks and 
has been here over twenty years, she 
likes it so well. We asked her to 
oome to see California for a 'change, 
but she is now over 70 and says she 
expects to live here always. This 
city has its modern side, as well as 
ancient, and many new buildings 
' ami monuments and is keeping them 
in good condition and is making new 
excavations all the time. The people 
are very saving and industrious, the 
crowds on the boulevards are well 


; dressed and a fine looking class of 
' people. Tt is unnecessary to add we 
get all the spaghetti and macaroni 
we can eat: No drinking here to 
speak of. 
Mussolini does not ap- 


prove of boozing, and we admire him 
for this.
